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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 7-16 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior arts fail to disclose or suggest the insulating tape distancing the array substrate 
and the second electrode such that an electrostatic force attraction between the second 
electrode and the array substrate prior lifting of the array substrate in conjunction with 
all other limitations in the claim. The cited prior art (Kanno) discloses the adhesive layer 
is positioned below both electrodes. The adhesive layer in Kanno's reference is not 
used for the purpose of separating the substrate from the electrode.
